Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 17,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 17 and 18 directed to "Use" are 
considered non-statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 10-12,14,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over SU 1470730 (DERWENT 1990- 
020747). 
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Derwent 1990-020747 abstract teaches a fused refractory including Al 2 0 3 87-.4- 

96.5 wt%, Na 2 0 .5-2.6, Zr0 2 .5-2.5, Si0 2 .5-2.5 and MgO 2-4.5 where boron oxide is 

omitted to improve the properties of the refractory. 

The claims are considered anticipated or in the alternative the subject matter as 
a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the 
prior art because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obvious, see In re Malagari, 182 U.S.P.Q 549. 

7. Claims 13 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. SU 567709 (Derwent 1978-43695) is cited of interest for teaching a refractory 
composition similar to the instant invention however the amount of MgO is outside that 
claimed. 

9. RU 2039025 is noted for teaching a refractory similar to applicants however the 
amount of boron oxide is outside that claimed. Popov "Rational use of Refractories. . . ." 
is also noted however the compositions of Table 1 are outside the claimed ranges.
